SCHOOL REPORT. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE ‘OWN OF NEW DURHAM: 


In accordaiice with law and the custom of previous 
years a partial report of our school work the past year is 
now in order, hence we submit the following: 

At the opening of our work in the Spring of ’95 we 
found it advisable to open seven schools. ‘The services 
of teachers of more than ordinary experience and quali- 
fication were secured and their positions assigned and 
the work entered upon with success as our motto. The 
closing examination of the Summer terms proved that 
the teachers had acquitted themselves honorably. The 
instruction had been thorough and the attendance un- 
usually regular. ‘Iwo important elements toward suc- 
cess. Hlements that have been urged and carefully 
guarded by the school board. A larger number of 
names were found upon the roll of honor than at any 
previous term. Only one change was made in the posi- 
tion of teachers for the Fall term and the schools opened 
with a good assurance of success, but sickness prevailed 
and some of the schools were nearly broken up and oth- 
ers entirely closed; thus the work was greatly impaired, 
while those in charge were not responsible. New read- 
ers were introduced at a low introduction price. Also a 
set of charts called ‘‘Good citizenship’? which proved 
very helpful in our schools. All other publications and 
charts have been rejected. 

Believing in progressive work we respectfully ask 
your careful consideration of the propriety of introduc- 
ing the teaching of vocal music in our schools. Asa 
rule parents are pleased to hear the melodious voices of 
their children in song and it has been proved beyond 
question that it is possible for nearly every child to 
learn to sing by beginning early in life and being care- 
fully trained. This can be done by appropriating a few

minutes each day, affording a pleasant change and all 
the while cultivating the higher sensibilities and meas- 
urably fitting them for the best associations of life when 
‘school days are no more. 

During the past year we have endeavored to give 
especial attention to reading which is one of the funda- 
mental requirements of a good education and includes 
(1) a good articulation; (2) correct pronunciation; (3). 
an easy and natural expression of thought as expressed 
by the author. Asarule our scholars have been very 
orderly and we have endeavored to impress upon our 
teachers and scholars the fact that while in school ¢chil- 
dren should have developed in them the power of self 
government and thus learn to deport themselves correct- 
ly in early life. That person who cannot control self is 
unfit for any position of responsibility. Self government 
commands respect in childhood and in mature life. In 
all our efforts in behalf of our school interests we are 
glad to acknowledge the support and co-operation ot 
parents which has been a source of help and encourage- 
ment to us as members of the school board.
